A limestone spreader, owned by a 
bank in Illinois is rented out to farm­ 
ers for ton coats a ton, and also a 
phosphate spreader at five cents a ton. 
The “limestone project” was the prin­ 
cipal contribution 
of the hank to 
banker-farmer work, during 1930, and 
was carried on in cooperation with the 
Farm Bureau. A man trained in the 
testing of soil, and In the making of 
soil maps was employed by the hank. 
The unit maps used covered forty 
acres, on which 23 surface tests were 
made at mathematical points, At five 
other points three tests were made— 
surface, sub-surface, and sub-soil. The 
completed map showed, by varying 
shadings of red, the points which 
needed limestone. Arrangements were 
aiso made by the bank to have lime­ 
stone shipped in in car lots for sale 
ti farm#!* in any qu&nUues needed.
